Eastside Man Gunned Down

As Homicide Rate Hits 16. 


_The city recorded its 16th 
homicide Saturday with the 
fata! shooting of a 39 year 
old Eastside man. ; 

Walter Hendricks died in 
St. Anthony Ho$spital about 
30 minutes after he was 
shot inside his home at 
1437 Madison Ave. He was 
shot by Charlies McCarthy 
of 1371 Madison Ave. about 
3:15 p.m., police said. 

The two men, according 
to police, became involved 
in an argument over money 
during a dice game. Hen- 
dricks was shot once in the 
head with a small caliber 
revolver, police said. 


McCarthy ffed on foot 
following the shooting, 
police said. 

The unemployed sus- 
pect surrendered at police 
headquarters and was 
pooked on a murder 
charge. He was being held 
under a $10,000 surety 
bond and a $10,000 court 
appearance bond. His pre- 
liminary hearing is set for 
Monday, March 17, in 
Municipal Court. 

Hendricks, who is sur- 
vived by a wife, Patricia and 
two children, and Mc-

“He was a hard working 
boy: He was a good, kind 
and generous person who 
was always willing to do 
anything for anybody. | 
don't know how I'm going 
to live without him.” 

Those were the heart- 
throbbing-phrases the 
grief-stricken mother used 
to characterize her 39 year 
old son who was fatally 
shot last Thursday as he sat 
behind the steering wheel 
of his service van on Mt. 
Pleasant Ave. 

Mrs. Margaret L. Spann, 
1458 Hildreth Ave., paid. 
those tributes to Raymond 
(Freddie) Spann Monday 
night following his wake at 
Schoedinger State St. 
Chapel. 

Spann, a self-employed 
maintenance man, was 
gunned down by a shotgun 
blast at close range about 
9:35 p.m. Thursday, police 
reported. 

Police believe Spann was 
shot throughethe rolled 
uown window of the driv- 
er's side of the van as he 
talked with his assailant. 

Spann was found slump- 
ed behind the steering 
wheel after the vehicle 
slammed into a utility pole 
at Mt. Pleasant and Third 
Aves.. He had been shot 
once-in-the-chest, police

Gambill, who was being

Spann, a widow for 11 
years, grew up in Colum- 
bus and was a graduate of 
East High School. During 
his high school, days, he 
was employed as a janitor 
by the Ohio Sentinel, a 
black weekly, which dis- 
continued publicationin 
the fall of 1962. 

In 1966 he was the sub- 
ject of anexclusive story in 
The CALL & POST -con- 
cerning his ‘arrest on a 
charge of whipping a 15 
year old juvenile with an 
electrical cord. Perhaps, a 
portion of that story which 
appeared in the March 19, 
1966 CALL & POST. will 
bring to light what a rare 
individual he was and sup- 
port substantially Mrs. 
Spann'scharacterization 
of him.

“This court is of the opin- 
ion. that the public gener- 
ally has a right to know of 
all criminal dispositions. 
This being a portion of the 
criminal proceedings, the 
public has a right to know 
and the hearing is open to 
the public,” Metcalf said. 

He then ordered that 
Jones confinement to the 
Psychiatric Hospital be 
continued but he is not to 
be held mote than two 
more years without a sanity 
hearing. 

Although Mrs. White 
voiced her concern and 
fear over the outcome of 
the hearing with The CALL 
& POST, she was unavaila- 
ble for comments after 
Metcalf rendered his final 
decision.

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_Grad Student Says Students’ Failure Points To Teachers 


Children from poor fami- 
lies and inner city neigh- 
borhoods are failing in pub- 
lic schools in large part due 
to an inappropriate envir- 
onment and an unsuitable 
curricular, says Charles 
Crewsaw, a master's 
degree candidate at Ohio 
State University. 

Crewsaw believes the 
classroom performance of 
these children will not 


‘change until a program 


which addresses their 


’“needs is implemented. 


According to Crewsaw, 
additional funds and com- 
pensatory programs only 
give an illusion of change. 
“It has been proven that 


the environment that inner 
city and poor children 
come from is foreign to the 
school environment. The 
early home socialization of 
children is totally different 
from the socialization of 
the school,” Crewsaw said. 


Before Crewsaw came to 
Ohio State; he was a 
teacher in the public 
schools in Harrisburg, Pa. 
Based upon that expe- 
rience and experience 
working with 13 black sixth 
graders from Livingston 
Avenue Elementary, Crew- 
saw said black children will 
learn when they are taught 
in a proper etivironment. 


Crewsaw has developed, 
what he. calls a “holisfic 
approach” to teaching 
math to the students. In 
short, the class includes 
the language and culture of 
inner city blacks and their 
life situations, Crensaw 
said. 

“This is not done in the 
schools,” he said. “Black 
children have to learn twice 
as much as a middle class 
child.” 


inner-city. children. and 
poor whites have to learn 
more, Crewsaw. said, 
because in addition to 
understanding their envir- 


onment; they must under- 
stand that of the white mid- 


dle class. 

“The student would ‘be 
forced to cope. if they don't 
cope, you know what's 
going to happen. That's 
why we have discipline 
problems. 

“Teachers are ill-pre- 


- pared to deal with the inner 


city child or the poor child,” 
he stated. 

Crewsaw believes teach- 
ers should deal with the 
reality of the student more, 
and not force the student to 
deal with their reality.

The question of “who are the 
“s enemies of affirmative action” is not 
as easy to answer as it may appear at 

* first glance. 
Of course, there is the-Ku Klux 
Klan (and those with a “Kian mem- 
tality”) whose recent resurgence is

ing about “reverse discrimination” 
allegedly being perpetrated against

“Then there are the subtle oppo- 
‘nents, whose public image may not 
‘be as odious as the Ku Klux Klan but 
whose actions.on minority hiring is 
“ equally devastating.

_, politicians, mostly Democrats, who

This-organization, 
ee AAS Raelty bankrolled by tho Fluor Cor- 
poration of Southern California

Works Ecaplovenant Act, which ‘set- 
aside 10% of government contracts 
* for minority contractors. 
Pacific Legal “Foundation was 
. formed in 1973 in California to find 
ways to cut-back on welfare. Today 
it is a $2 million-a-year firm with a 
- staff of 45, half.of them lawyers. 
Their main office is in Sacramento 
but théy also have offices in 
Washington, D.C., Seattle and San 
Diego. Apparently, business is. 
booming since they plan to set up 
- more offices in Los Angeles, Hous- 
’ ton, Philadelphia and Miami. A mea- 
sure of their success is that state 
governments in Michigan ‘and iii- 
nois have consulted with PLF about 
cutting back on welfare. 
Unfortunately, PLF is not the sole 
organization of its kind. There is the 
Greai Plains Legal Foundation in 
Kansas and the Southwestern 
Legal Foundation in New York. In 
Denver, thereis the Mountain States 
Legal Foundation. In Chicago, there 
is the Mid-Atlantic Legal Founda- 
tion. In Washington, D.C. there is

the Capital Lega! Foundation. And 
also in Washington there is the 
inappropriately named National 
Legal Center for the Public Interest. 

_ To give you an idea of what affir- 


mative action advocates are up . 
to look 


_ against, it is only necessa 
at the funding for these “new right” 
legal organizations. NLCPI, for 
example, is funded by over 330 cor- 
porations, including such giants as 
. Texaco, Gulf, Exxon and Mobil. 
Attorneys at organizations like the 
National Conference of Black Law- 
yers, the Affirmative-Action Coordi- 
nating Center, the Center for Con- 
stitutional Rights and other’ legal 
organizations defending the inter- 
ests of the Black and poor, limp 
along at salaries that a trappist 
monk would find difficult to live on. 
Yet officials at NCLP! are compen- 

. sated at rates of $50,000 per year 
and above. 

But as formidable as these oppo- 
nents may seem, there is no reason 
to despair. First, it must be recog- 
nized that the political climate of 
today provides fertile soil for “new 
right” victories. But just as demon- 
Strating, tetter-writing and plain, old 
political organizing helped us win 
Weber, this same formula can be 
used for our future battles. 

Further, a little political sophisti- 
cation and a search for what ‘Rev. 
Ben Chavis has called an “alterna-

For 116 post-Abraham Lincoln's 
Emancipation Proclamation years, 
Blacks in America have been developing 
many “black agendas.” Just as the child- 
ren of Israel marched around in the wil- 
derness for forty years, American Blacks 
have been marching around in the wil- 
derness- pursuing -agendas--without any 
unifying dynamics of a Black ideology. 
Black survival will not be guaranteed by 
any collective thinking or wisdom of 
Black people focusing upon a strong 
national Black political agenda. Today, 
many Blacks recognize the present 
politico-economic system is permanently 
stacked against the basic interests of 
Black people. 

Three scourges infest the body politic: 
classism, sexism and racism; and all of 
the instruments of government: legisla- 
tive, executive and judiciary, are honed to 
serve the ends of racism, sexism and 
classism. Therefore, survival of blacks, 
first, and liberation of blacks, second, can 


be obtained only by destroying the pres- 

ent politico-economic constellation.

Many apparent black gains in the seventies 
fail to withstand close scrutiny. The increased 
numbers of blacks attending college inthe ten 
years since 1970 for example, masks the fact 
that disproportionate-numbers-are in com- 
munity colleges or other institutions that do 
not grant BA or BS degrees.

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What are juries to think? 
Before them sits a black 
youth, charged with bur- 
glary, robbery, rape, dope 
pushing and/or murder. 

Franklin County juries 
are predominantly white 
when the defendant is 
black, and, much of the 
time, all white. Generally, 
the defense attorney is 

‘white. Rarely is a black 
defense attorney ever seen 
in court unless he is public 
defender. 

The white world has a 
notion that blacks have a 
penchant for each of the 
crimes named above. The 
notion is that every black 
man is born with crime at 
the center of his being. 
These notions have, from 
generation - to - genera- 
tion, become ingrained in 
the attitudes of most white 
people. 

So, what is an all-white 
jury to think when the 
defendant is a black man? 

Their biased thinking 

_ can be astute attorneyism, 
but too often white attor- 
neys don't bother to exer- 
cise that astuteness when 
their client is of a darker 
hue. A witness for the state 
can testify that he was 
standing onthe cornerona 
certain November night at 
9 p.m. and saw the defend- 
ant orlthe corner down the 
street, dressed in navy blue 
trousers, dark brown coat, 
black hair, parted down the 
middie and the man was 
wearing a dark red stock- 
ing cap.

their place."’ Lynchings 
were not beautiful sights. 
They were very gruesome!

how much of a factor has 
the recent “born-again” 
fundamentalist (college 
campus “Jesus Freaks”) 
‘religious’ movement 
played in the contempor- 
ary upsurge-of Klan 
strength? 

The tactics of the WAS- 
Pish Second Klan for 
inculcating fear and intimi- 


-. dation included whipping, 


tarring and feathering, 
branding, castrating, muti- 
lating and lynching. In 
1919, for instance, eighty- 
three lynchings occurred. 
Several of the men lynched 
were black soldiers who 
had just returned home 
from overseas fighting ina 
war that Was fought ‘'to 
make the world safe for 
democracy.”, These soldi- 
ers were, sometimes, 
lynched while still wearing 
their U.S. Army uniforms. 
The words Klan and demo- 
cracy eventually came to 
be linked for black vets also 
in terms of the political 
party of democracy == the 
Democrats. In 1924, the 
Klan helped split the 
Democratic party presi- 
dential nominating conven- 
tion. . 

In 1925, while thousands 
looked-on,the-Ku- Klux 
Klan- paraded down Pen- 
nsylvania Ave. in Washing= 
ton, D.C., marching past 
the White House in full 
regalia. 

When Woodrow Wilson 
was president, these 
Klansmen might have “felt 
as though they had a friend 
who lived in the White 
House because the -Presi- 
dent. enjoyed showing the 
movie “Birth of a Nation,” a 
sympathetic history of the 
rise of the original Klan, 
based upon the novel of 
Thomas Dixon entitled The 
Klansman. 

Not béeause of opposi- 
tion from governmental 
officials, but rather due to 
its. own internal excesses 
and corruption, the Klan 
began to crumble from 
within. Perhaps its most 
serious singlesetback 


_came with the conviction of 


the head of the Indiana 
Klan for‘ murder and his 
afterward imprisonment. 
The post 1929 Great 
Depression struck another 
kind of blow to the Klan.

“It is significant that nowhere in the ‘evidence’ pres- 
ented by those who seek to justify the special mission of 
the traditionally black colleges is there any description of 
systematic educational remediation, and concentrated 
enrichment programs: designed to raise the academic 
level of these students, so that they can. in fact.meet the 
same standards of academic, professional and occupa- 
tional performance that whites do.” | 

There is no clear, crisp and direct answer to what Dr. 
Clark says here. But its message is inescapable ... and it 
serves as a needed and direct challenge to those long- 
denied, and now extremely salutary, institutions formany 
otherwise marginal people. For this, Dr. Clark must be 
commended. pg.) 

There are, however, at least several things which"! 
would think should be said by way of response, and which 
may: paint a vastly different type of picture of infinitely 
greater validity in support of the tremendous worthwhile- 
ness of black colleges among us. » 

1. Graduate School Admissions. The record of recent 
graduate school admissions indicates that our nation’s 
black colleges prepare proportionately more black stu- 

» dents for successful completion of graduate schools than 
do our white-oriented colleges. These are students who 
come from black-oriented undergraduate schools and 
then successfully compete at,the graduate level in white- 
oriented undergraduate schools. The proof of the pud=, 
ding is in the eating. There could hardly beaclearer fest of 
adequacy, competency or even of excellence than the 
record of graduate school achievement. On this scor@, 
our nation's black colleges repeatedly come out on top, . 

2. Undergraduate Readiness. A number of our black co! 
leges - as with our older independent or church-relat 
white colleges - began as high schools. Then they added 
collegiate departments. These schools have retained 
much of their original spirit of “college readiness trains 
ing.”

Bethune-Cookman College in Daytona Beach, Fiori 
has a high record of undergraduate scholastic achieve? 
ment based on nationwide test scores. Yet this institution 
has always had a remedial outlook: For years its students, 
excelled when they moved on to the prestigious graduate 
schools, ahd they continue to go so today. ; 

In Morristown, Tennessee, there is an exceptional twor 
year institution, Morristown College, which rejects no wil- 
ling student with the ‘basic aptitude for college work. 
Through its “atmosphere of supportiveness” which per- 
vades the student body particularly, this college has one™ 
of the best records in the nation of salvaging fine students 
who perform at high intellectual levels and who would 
otherwise be lost to the higher educational enterprise.

For months, a thought 
has been gnawing,at me 
about our burgeoning 
youth unemployment prob- 
lem and yet up until 
recently | did not dare 
articulate it for fear of 
seeming unsympathetic to 
the plight of disadvantaged 


“unemployed youth. 


Believe me, as a union 
leader and a father of 11 
children, | am critically 
aware of the damaging. 
effects of unemployment. | 
also realize many of our 
jobless youth are from low- 
income families which are 
already bearing a dispro- 
portionate share of the 
burden of high inflation 
and high unemployment. 
As a matter of fact, | have 
often said in this column 
that our youth areour most

precious resources and 
this country has. a-respon- 
sibility to its youth. 

What | have never dis- 
cussed here is youth's 
responsibility to itself. This 
is what has been bothering 
me. When | was coming up 
there was no such thing as 
a job.that was too menial. 
Granted, there were many 
jobs | would have never 
considered taking on as a 
life long vocation. Yet, | 
could appreciate the fact 
that some employment was 
better than no employment 
and that the menial jobs 
were in fact only temporary 
and a means to'the end:
